EVADING THE LAW. 


A Divorce Decision Which Settles a 
Much Disputed Question. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 29.—The divorce 
suit of Gould H. Thorp against Laura M. 
Thorp, which involves questions of far- 
reaching importance, has been passed upon 
by the Court of Appeals in a decision revers- 
ing the judgments of the special and general 
terms of the Superior Court,of this city. The 
chief question was to the effect of a marriage 
of a person in another State, against whom a 
decree of divorce had previously been 
granted by the courts of this State. The 
suit was brought by Mr. Thorp for an abso- 
lute diverce from Laura M. Thorp on account 
of her alleged infidelity. The marriage 
took place in Philadelphia in 1875. 
Both parties to the action were then 
and since have remained residents of this 
State. In addition to her denial of the acts 
of infidelity charged and her allegation of 
counterchargés against the plaintiff, Mrs. 
Thorp set up as a third defense a former 
marriage of Mr, Thorp with one Emma C, 
Keed in 1855; that this first wife had obtained 
a divorce from Mr. Thorp in Brooklyn in 
1861; that under the decree in that case he 
was forbidden again to marry during the 
lifetime of this first wife and that she was 
still living and the decree in full force. lt 
was claimed by the defendant that she and 
Mr. Thorp, being residents of this State,went 
to Philadeipbia te be married for the express 
purpose of

A Safe Neatly Openedin a Broad- 
way Store This Morning.

Very Small Returns for a Bold and Ingenious 
Robbery. 


A very neat piece of work in the burglary 
line, the profits of which accruing to the 


genuity they displayed and the risk they ran, 
was done early tiiis morning at the stove and 
store of Mrs. Frederick Bolte, 
No. 1310 Broadway. The robbery was 
not discovered until a few minutes 
past 6 o’clock this morning, when a lad 
named Louis Stoppenbeck, who opens the 
store each morning, found that the safe was 
open.

Rush atthe Sale for the Nilsson Con- 
cert—$3,000 in Three Hours. 

The sale of seats for the Nilsson concert 
at the Olympic Theateron the evening of 
January 6 was commenced at 10 e’clock this 
morning at the piano rooms of Story & 
Camp, and by noon all but 112 of the 842 
seats on the lower floor were sold at $3 each; 
three fnll rows of the balcony at the same 
price, and about 100 $2 tickets. The sale was 
then transferred to the box office of the 
Olympic Theater, George Heuer, the assist- 
ant treasurer, opening up a side window. By 
2o0’clock this afternoon almost $3,000 had 
been realized. It was beyond any question 
the largest sale of seats in the shortest time 
within the history of St. Louis theatricals. 
As early as8o’clock a crowd gathered in 
front of Story & Camp’s. At9o’clock they 
were admitted to the store and a queue was 


formed extending from the center of the 
large room out to the side- 
waik. There were present a large number 


of speculators, and also many porters and of-

Lecture by John A. Dillon, Esq., Before the 
Spanish-American Club. 


The Globe-Democrat of this morning pub- 
lishes the following synopsis of a lecture de- 
livered last evening beforethe Club Comer- 
cia! Hispano-Americano of this city, by Mr. 
John A. Dillon, of the Poet-Dispatcn: 


The address, which was well received 
throughout, began with a compliment to the 
club as a representative of the enterprise of 
young St. Louis, and spoke of the needs of 
the commercial developments of the city. 
The lecturer did not think that any business 
could be done by the river and the gulf on 
account of the summer quarantine, and he 
looked to the overland business by the rail- 
roads now in course of construction as the 
commerce Whith St. Louis should seek. The 
advantages of/St. Louis for such commerce 
were touched on, and the present condition 
of mining, manufactures and commerce to 
Mexico were entered into in detail.

They do not care to discuss the 
question of free-trade; they are anxious to 
buildup Mexican manufactures at any cost,

Walton’s Double 
Most Deliberate in Criminal History. 


The inquest un the body of Jane. Milburn, 
the young woman, 
cruelly murdered yesterday morning by Wm. 
Walton, a love-crazed but rejected suitor, 


cold blood. The facis as to the shooting 
were iully detailed in the Post-DisPpatcn of 
resterday afternoon. When 
Valton’s body 4 memorandum 
book was discovercd in which 
he had made several entries, written evident- 
ly at a time of great mental excitement, in ali 
of which he commits himsel{ to an intention 
of killing her and then himself. 
frequently of last Saturday night, when he 
cailed upon her with a Christmas gift and an 
offer of marriage, both of which were re- 
fused, on “that lovely evening,” 
writes: 

“I would give my last blood for her, and I will 

yet. She promised to marry me, but failed. She 
married me not, nor shall she marry any one else, 
for I will shoot her. and then I will shoot myself. 
This is the seeond time she has done this trick, 
and itis the lasttime. I think it hard to do it, bul 
I cannot help that. I loved her.”’ 
He had also written a letter to his father, 
George Walton, who, it appears, lives ai 
Durham county, Eugland, 
date of December 27, he tells the story of his 
woes, upbraids the young woman for her 
fickleness, declares his intention of killing 
her and then himself, and closes with some 
affectionate messages to his relatives. 

Waiton’s body was taken to the County 
Farm, and he will be buried as a pauper.

How the Madison Square Theater 
Companies Cover the Country. 


Business Principles Combined With Dramatic 
Art--Remarkable Success of the Alliance. 


Next week, for the first time since the man- 
agement of the Madison Square Theater of 
New York inaugurated the system of send- 
ing abroad the companies and plays which 
have achieved success in the home theater, 
two of its dramatic organization will play 
against one another.

Froiman, general manager 
of the Madison Square traveling companies, 
is in daily converse with his 
sistant managers, agents and other persons 
who help him in the conduct of the 
v arious combinaticns, Here he was seenyes- 
terday by a Post-DisPATCH reporter, Who 
hadalong and interesting chat with him 
upon theatrical matters generally, and. par- 
ticularly upon the Madison Square Theater 
and its wonderful development within a tew 
years, from a theater with on ly a local Inter- 
est into a dramatic corporation inciudiag ten 
distinct traveling companies. 

‘The home theater, by which term we 
always designate the Madison Square Thea- 
ter, in New York City,”’ Mr. Frohman said, 
“was originally opened in lebruary, 1579, 
which was three months later than had been 
intended, unexpected difficulties In making 
the foundation having retarded the build- 
ing operations.
